world. 

Modest with _his 
achievements he started out as 
an engineering apprentice in 
Scotland.

Zealander, with the Scottish 
accent, is a confident speaker, 
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quickly became involved in the 
local Soccer scene. Eight 
years later he was elected an 
Auckland Footbal Association 
Councillor. 1966 saw Charlie 
elected to the OFC Executive 
Committee. 1982 was a very 
important year for Charlie 
Dempsey as he was elected 
both Chairman of the NZFA 
and President of OFC, 

Like Martin Luther King, 
“he had a dream”, Tt came in 
1966 and that was for Oceania 
to gain full Confederation 
status. Thirty years later, 
Charlie’s dream was realised. 

This modest, and humble 
man, has achieved a great deal 
in his lifetime. He has served 
his adopted country and 
Oceania well. His love of the 
World Game never waivers 
with recent trips to Euro 96 
and the Olympic Games under 
his belt.

RRAMATTA 
EAGLES who were so 
unceremoniously, and

Grand Final, defeating a 
gallant Adamstown 
Rosebuds 5-3 on penalties 
last Sunday at Marconi 
Stadium. 

Not only did the Eagles fly 
into the records to join the 
nest of previous champions, 
but their victory proved a 
lucrative one. 

Having finished four points 
clear of second placed 
Sutherland in Round 2 of the 
competition, the Eagles 
automatically collected 
$10,000. 

Sunday's victorious Final 
added to their winning booty 
by another $20,000. 

But the Eagles had to 
struggle against a very defiant 
and unyielding Adamstown 
Rosebuds before they could 
place their claws on the 
trophy, and cash. 

So closely were these two 
teams matched, after extra 
time the scoreline still read 1- 
1 and it took a penally shoot- 
out fo separate them, 

The Eagles flew to the lead 
in the 25th minute through 
their tenacious attacking left 
midfielder Christian Ortiz. 
He was well positioned inside 
the box to strike a lovely left 
footed drive into the target,

following excellent lead up 
work by right midfielder 
David Harding. 

Adamstown _ belatedly 
levelled the scoreline in the 
76th minute through a 
somewhat soft penalty. 

Adamstown’s powerful left 
midfielder Dale Robertson 
was roughly challenged off. 
the ball by the Eagles’ battling 
right-back Nick Purdue for 
referee Simon Micaleff to 


point to the spot. 
Veteran and former 
international defender Graham 


Jennings smashed a strong 
left-footed drive into the 
target, simultaneously sending 
the Eagles’ goalkeeper Jason 
Holmes the wrong way as he 
elected to dive to his right. 

Tronically Adamstown 
Rosebuds could have taken 
the lead as early as the 17th 
minute. 

Dale Robertson crossed 
into the box for the ever-green 
34 year old central midfielder, 
John McQuarrie. But to his 
dissappointment, although 
McQuarrie connected well 
with his first time blast, his 
drive ricochetted off the base 
of the right post to be denied 
any Joy. 

The very hard working 
McQuarrie playing his last 
match before retiring, had an 
excellent chance to level again 
10 minutes after the break. 

But as he charged into the 
box, the Eagles’ ‘keeper 
Holmes, was off his line.in a 
flash to gather in the ball first. 

On the hour mark 
Parramatta’s striker Michael 
Reda should have doubled the 
scoreline, but faced with a 


one-on-one situation with 
Adamstown’s ball-playing 
“keeper Liam Baker , Reda 
lost control allowing the ball 
to run over the byline. 

Just five minutes after 
Adamstown’s substitute Allan 
Gilday came on he threatened 
the goal, but the Eagles’ 
defence closed him down to 
deny the Buds yet another 
chance to equalise. 

The struggle after a 
lustreless hour of play, livened 
up as the Buds came more and 
more into the picture. 

Whilst the Eagles elected to 
play with a flat back-four of 
Purdue, George Souris, Mark 
Reveley and Tony Danaskos, 
the Buds coached by Neville 
Power for the last time before 


retiring, were more 
conservative as they defended 
with five at the back. 


Cameron Hudson, Rocco 
De Grandis, Chris Jonas and 
Graham Jennings were solidly 
covered by their experienced 
lateral defender, Neil Owens. 

The midfield saw a torrid 
battle as the Buds so 


brilliantly led by playmaker 
McQuarrie, flanked by David 
Bock on his right with 
Robertson on his left, made 
life difficult for the Eagles. 
Adamstown’s striker Brett

Eldridge caught the eye as he 
repeatedly displayed excellent 
skills and strength on the ball 
upfront. 

But Paframatta’s central 
line of Harding, David Huxley 
and the creative Ortiz raiding 
the left line with monotonous 
regularity, kept the opposition 
in check, 

Ortiz was magnificent for 
the Eagles as was goalkeeper 
Holmes together with skipper 
and robust marksman Geoff 
Gunning who courageously 
battled on despite a broken toe 
and was eventually replaced 
in the second session. 

With the scoreline locked 
in at 1-1 after regulation time, 


Mr Micaleff sent the game 
into extra time with the 
*Golden-Goat’ rule in force. 

In the 102nd minute 
Adamstown’s strapping striker 
Eldridge almost broke the 
deadlock to grab the 
championship. 

Fighting off the Eagles’ 
defence wide out on the right 
flank with excellent ball- 
control, Eldridge suddenly let 
fly with a most lethal shot 
from an acute angle, but his 
explosive drive rocked the 
cross-bar, 

Substitute Peter Budden 
threatened for the Buds, this 
time in the 110th minute as he 
rifled a rising red-hot drive 
from 12 metres that skimmed 
the horizontal.

With no further score in the 
‘Sudden-death’ extra time, the 
match was decided by the 
most dreaded penalty shoot- 
out with only Jennings failing 
to score and Reda hitting the 
winner.

Victorious Eagles’ Coach 
Washington Gonzalez, after 
having just seen his team take 
out the 1996 Grand Final, was 
surprisingly un-emotional in 
the dressing rooms as his 
players broke out loudly into 
victorious singing. 

The former Eagles’ 
sweeper stated to ABSW, 
“This win was very important 
for our Club as well as for me, 

“Tt will mean a lot for our 
future, especially as far as 
national league Soccer is 
concemed.” 

When questioned why he 
took off his robust striker 
Geoff Gunning in the 64th 
ininute, the explanation was 
quite simple,”Geoff had 
broken his big toe in the first 
session but I allowed him to 
play on for a bit in the second 
half till T saw him struggling.

negotiations were continuing today 

(Tuesday August 20) in Melbourne 
with Ericsson Cup clubs over the 
requirement for new logos. 

A Soccer Australia spokesman said that 
Ericsson Cup clubs were meeting in 
Melbourne with Soccer Australia Chief 
Executive, David Woolley, Ericsson Cup 
General Manager Stefan Kamasz and 
Marketing Manager Jim Shomos. 

So far Soccer Australia has no difficulties 
with the proposed logos and playing strips 
of 12 of the 14 clubs who have agreed to 
participate in the 1996/97 Ericsson Cup. 

Today discussions will attempt to resolve 
the issue with the 3 remaining clubs — 
Marconi Fairfield, Sydney United and 
Melbourne Knights. 

The Chairman of Soccer Australia, David 
Hill has also asked the President of Soccer 
Australia, The Hon Neville Wran to assist in 
the mediation of the issue. 

Hill said Wran had impeccable 
credentials to assist. "He has a life long 
commitment to multiculturalism and as 
Premier of New South Wales introduced the 
first Ethnic Affairs commission and Anti 
Discrimination board.” 

“The Board of Soccer Australia has the 
responsibility and authority to decide on the 
design of the national league and the 
conditions of entry for teams to participate. 
These decision have been made and the 
overwhelming majority of clubs have 
indicated they are prepared to comply." 

"However, we have asked Neville Wran 
if he is able to mediate in an effort to resolve 
the issue as quickly as possible and with as 
little further disruption to the game as 
possible.” 

Given the pre season competition, the 
Johnnie Walker Cup, is scheduled to

Mike Rann Joins the Debate 


he Honorable Mike Rann, MP, State Labor Leader of South Australia issued a statement last Wednesday which 
included his personal letter to David Hill, Chairman of Soccer Australia. 
Here we reproduce the full texts. 


South Australia’s Labor Opposition 
Leader believes soccer clubs should be 
allowed to include ethnic symbols and 
colours on team shirt logos.

“J do not have any problems with logos 
that include, for instance, the colours of the 
Italian flag. I see it as a small, but 
significant, recognition of a club’s roots and 
heritage. 

Multiculturalism recognises that 
Australia’s greatness is derived from the 
many cultures that make up our community. 

Through multiculturalism we have asked 
migrants to embrace Australia, but also to 
cherish their heritage and culture, 

Wearing a logo with the Italian colours is 
totally consistent with Australian 
Multiculturalism, That’s why I support the 
retention of Adelaide City’s traditional logo. 

1 believe Australian multiculturalism is

Dear David, 

I am writing to you as a life long 
supporter of soccer. I am a member of four 
soccer clubs, and a Vice President (City 
Slicker) of Adelaide City. I attend dozens of 
soccer games each year. 

I am writing to you on my own behalf as 
an individual who loves soccer and wants to 
see it grow from strength to strength in 
Australia. 

For some years I haye supported efforts 
to broaden the membership of clubs, 
particularly those clubs which have strong 
ethnic roots. However, I am most concerned 
that the current controversy over club logos 
is doing extraordinary damage to our sport 
in Australia. 

If Soccer Australia’s move to ban logos 
is successful I fear any gains will be far 
outstripped by the loss of sponsors; by bitter 
divisions within clubs, and by a worsening 
of the relationship between clubs and the 
Federation. It is important to broaden the 
base of clubs, but it will be a tragedy if we 
“throw the baby out with the bath water.” 

As I mentioned, I am a keen supporter as 


well as member of Adelaide City. I attend 
all their home games. I was born in Britain, 
and | am a naturalised Australian. I am a 
former Minister Assisting the Minister of 
Multicultural and Ethnic Affairs. 

I do not have any problems with 
Adelaide City players wearing a team shirt 
that has a logo that includes the colours of 
the Italian flag. I see it as a small, but 
significant, recognition of the club's roots 
and heritage. 

It is true that I have been critical of the 
excessive nationalism displayed by the 
Melbourne Knights, but it would be wrong 
to put Adelaide City in the same category. 

This year Adelaide City is celebrating its 
golden anniversary. It is an outstanding club 
with an outstanding record. The Italian 
colours on the logo is to me, a non Italian, a 
simple and worthwhile recognition of the 
clubs historical and cultural links. 

The concept of multiculturalism, begun 
in South Australia by Don Dunstan, and 
pursued by labor Governments around 
Australia, recognises that Australia’s 
greatness is derived from the many cultures 
that make up our community. 

Through multiculturalism we have asked 
migrants to embrace Australia, but also to 
cherish their heritage and culture.

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strong enough to cope with logos like this 
which rightfully recognise the contribution 
that migrants have made to the development 
of soccer in Australia. 

British clubs have colours and emblems 
that draw from their history and cultural 
roots. Glascow’s Celtic emblem and colours 
recognise its Irish ancestry. Boca Juniors of 
Argentina is of Italian origins. 

Tn the United States there are basketball 
teams such as the Boston Celtics and 
foothall clubs like Notre Dame’s Fighting 
Irish which recognise their history and 
background. 

Adelaide City has been a model citizen. It 
has been a ‘good friend’ to smaller clubs 
from a non Italian background. It has 
worked hard to reach out to include 
members (and Vice Presidents like me) 
from a non Italian background. Its sponsors 
include companies with no association to 
the Italian community, as well as businesses 
tun by Italo-Australians. 

I believe Australian soccer is on the verge 
of a major step forward. However, I am 
most concemed that this controversy over 
club logos will do immeasurable and long 
term damage, particularly to those soccer 
clubs that have helped build the sport in 
Australia and are the incubators for our 
national team.

ROLL ON DAVID HILL! 


Dear Sir, 

Tam writing this letter in 
disgust that our wonderful 
game is receiving media 
attention for all the wrong 
reasons. Threats of racial 
discrimination and court 
action are becoming 
synonymous with Australian 
Soccer. What gets my blood 
boiling even further, teams 
like Melbourne Knights and 
Sydney United, at a meeting 
of all stake holders last 
October, voted for these 
changes that included the 
reduction of the league to 12 
teams. 

We are now faced with a 
situation where 3 of the 
poorest crowd pulling clubs 
that need most help in 
attracting new spectators, are 
putting their own self interests 
first and the game comes 
second. I say to these clubs 
that the game is bigger than 
any individual or group and 
the game must come first. 

Marconi has been boasting 
for some time now that they 
have a membership of 20,000. 
One has to wonder where all 
these members are. If you 
take away the local derby 
against Sydney Olympic 
(where a crowd of 10,000 
would include only 3,000 


Marconi supporters and about 
7,000 Olympic supporters), 
they would struggle to attract 
a gate of more than 3,000. 
Most AFL Aussie Rules clubs 
who have memberships of 
20,000 attract gates of 40,000 
eg. Essendon, Collingwood, 
Carlton, West Coast. So 
Marconi, where are your large 
gates? Is it Soccer’s interest 
you are looking after or the 
Marconi Social Clubs? 

Melbourne Knights are in a 
similar position. If you take 
away the local derby against 
South Melbourne, they too 
would be struggling to attract 
an average gate of more than 
3,000. For a club that has 
been the champions for the 
last 2 years they cannot attract 
any new supporters. 

Sydney United are just 
hopeless. Crowds of under 
4,000 in last year’s finals are 
just not good enough for the 
A league. Tt is an 
embarrassment to Soccer to 
watch their games on SBS 
with empty seats in the stands, 
Tt really puts Soccer alongside 
Sports as minor as Hockey, 
Lacrosse and Baseball. 

Tf these clubs don’t wish to 
change, then Soccer Australia 
has every Constitutional right 
to throw them out. They can 


create their own league, call it 
the World League and they 
can have names such as 
Dinamo, Milan, Juventus and 
even Manchester United if 
they wish. 

In concluding I'd like to 
say one more thing, look at 
the experience in the USA, a 
nation as culturally diverse as 
Australia. In its first season 
of Major League Soccer, it 
has overtaken traditional 
sports such as Basketball and 
Hockey as the third most 
watched sport with crowd 
averages in excess of 20,000. 
No single Major League 
Soccer team is affiliated to 
any single ethnic group 
through name or colours. Yet 
after 20 years of National 
League, Soccer in Australia 
still languishes behind such 
sports as Basketball in terms 
of aggregate attendances. 
How pathetic! Roll on David 
Hill. 

And one more thing, if 
ethnic people supported 
soccer as much as some 
people say they do, then clubs 
like Melbourne Knights, 
Marconi and South 
Melbourne would have 
average attendances of 20,000 
to 30,000 and not 3,000,

he National Football Leagues of 
Europe have hardly even got under 


way and already we’re well into 
another European Clubs’ campaign, 

How do the 3 European Competitions 
work nowadays? 

The changes that are constantly taking 
place both on and off the field means that 
the Euro Compo’s are not as straightforward 
as they used to be. 

For newcomers to the World Game it 
must be totally baffling. Even some of the 
old lags must be getting a bit confused. 

Here is a look at the three European Club 
Competition’s, their format’s and the clubs 
which will be playing significant roles in 
them. 


1_THE EUROPEAN CHAMPIONS 


This used to be a straight-forward knock- 
‘out tournament for the Champions of every 
single European National League. The 
Italian Champions were put into a hat with 
the Icelandic and Irish League winners etc. 
and all were paired off in traditional Cup 
fashion. 

Now, only the champions of half of 
Europe's 49 National Leagues, participate. 

Here is how the 24 Champions are 
selected. 

Along with the defending European 
Champions, the Winners of the seven 
strongest leagues in Europe (based on club 
tesults over the last 5 years), are seeded 
directly through to the Champions League. 

This season's seeds are: 

JUVENTUS (Holders — Italy) 


MILAN (Champions of Italy) 

AUXERRE (France) 

ATLETICO MADRID (Spain) 

BORUSSIA DORTMUND (Germany) 

AJAX (Holland) 

PORTO (Portugal) 

MANCHESTER UNITED (England) 

You can confidently put your favourite- 
club’s replica shirt on one of these winning 
the ‘Biggie’ come Merry Month of May. 

These eight will now be joined by the 
winners of eight Qualifying Round matches 
which were made up of the Champions of 
the next 16 strongest leagues in Europe. 

This FINAL 16 — will form the 
“Champions League’ which will actually be 
made into four Mini-Leagues of four teams 
each, played on a usual League format. 

The top two finishers in each league (8 
teams, in case you haven't got a calculator 
handy) will go on to a straight-forward 
knock-out Quarter Finals, like the old 
European Cup used to be. 

The two finalists will meet in the 
Champions League Final at a neutral venue 
next May. 


2. THE UEFA CUP 

In the beginning, this was called the 
Inter-Cities Fairs Cup and was played for by 
Cities which held Trade Fairs! (What are 
they? Never mind!) That’s why the first 
losing finalists i in 1958 were a team called 
‘LONDON’ 

Eventually, it became the Compo for the 
“Next-Bests’ in other words the Runners-Up 
of all the Euro Leagues. 

However, the stronger European Leagues 
are also allowed to enter their 3rd, 4th and 
even Sth League finishers, depending on 
their strength, based on results over the past

five years etc, 

Nowadays, this is also where the 
Champions of Europe's weaker-half are 
‘dumped’. To make matters even more 
confusing — 3 extra places are allocated to 
the best teams from the (northern) summer 
Intertoto Competition. This is basically open 
to all-comers but only the weaker and more 
desperate clubs whose players can’t afford a 
holiday, bother to take part in it, 

For the 999th time !et’s remind you again 
that Bordeaux started here last year and 
made itall the way to the Final itself! 

To make matters a little bit more 
confusing still, another three places are 
allocated to countries for something called 
‘Fair Play’ or — ‘not-getting cought’ would 
probably be more accurate. This seasons 
“goody-goody two shoes” have been Russia, 
Sweden and Finland. Bravo! They each get 
an extra team in the UEFA Cup. 

You can just imagine a Jones or Batty 
saying to himself "I had better not up — end 
this chap for it might jeopardise my 
country's chance of gaining an extra team in 
the UEFA Cup." 

The strange figure of 109 teams make up 
the numbers, but through a process of 
eliminations which make Einsteins theory of 
relativity read like ‘Little Red Riding Hood’ 
by comparison, we now arrive at the magic 
figure of 64 from whence a knock-out 
competition can carry on un-interrupted all 
the way to two finalists. 

Got it? 

Only the three top countries are allowed 
four teams each. This season they are: Italy 
— (LAZIO, ROMA, PARMA, INTER- 
MILAN) 

Germany — (BAYERN MUNICH, 
SCHALKE, BORUSSIA MG, HAMBURG) 


France — (MONACO, METZ, LENS, 
MONTPELLIER) 

All of these clubs must come into the 
reckoning but the winner in May could also 
come from England (NEWCASTLE, 
ARSENAL, ASTON VILLA), Spain 
(VALENCIA, ESPANYOL, TENERIFE), 
Portugal (BOAVISTA, SPORTING 
LISBON, VITORIA GUIMARAES) or 
Holland (RODA, FEYENOORD) 


3. BUROPEAN CUP — WINNERS 


This is the simplest one of all to 
understand and the only one to retain it’s 
original format. 

‘The reigning European Cup Winners Cup 
holders, Paris St Germaine plus 14 
Domestic-Cup winners from the strongest 
league are seeded as “Direct Qualifiers’. 

The seeded teams are; 

PARIS ST GERMAINE (Holders — 
France) 

FIORENTINA (Cup Winners of Italy) 

NIMES (France) 

BARCELONA (Spain) 

KAISERSLAUTERN (Germany) 

PSV EINDHOVEN (Holland) 

BENFICA (Portugal) 

LIVERPOOL (England) 

CERCLE BRUGES (Belgium) 

AEK ATHENS (Greece) 

LOKOMOTIVE MOSCOW (Russia) 

GALATASARAY (Turkey) 

AARHUS (Denmark) 

STURM GRAZ (Austria) 

AIK STOCKHOLM (Sweden) 

This leaves 34 National Cup Winners 
who were paired off into 17 matches which 
have just taken place. 

These matches produced 17 winners who 


will now join thé 15 Direct Qualifiers, 
making it 32 teams and away we go, 
straight-forward Knock-out, until there are 
two left who will play in the Cup Winners 
Cup final at a neutral venue next Merry 
Merry Month of May. 

Only one Australian footballer, Craig 
Johnston with Liverpool, has ever won a 
European Winners medal, but we have four 
players to watch out for in two 
Competitions. 

Ned Zelic will be helping Auxerre to try 
and win their, first European and only the 
second Champions Cup for France, 
(Marseille in 93 are the only success so far). 

Paul Okon’s mightly Lazio have a 
pathetic record in Europe and have never 
even made it to a Final in any of the three 
Competitions. This season, they’ll be having 
another crack at the UEFA Cup. 

In the same Competition, Aurelio Vidmar 
will be in a similar situation with Spain’s 
Tenerife, a club with no pedigree, full stop. 
However, you don’t finish above Real 
Madrid in the league, with a bunch of 
monkeys. 

Mark Bosnich is one of two Aussies with 
clubs which have any Euro pedigree, 
although Aston Villa’s sudden 
Championship triumph in 1982 was 
preceded by and has since been followed by 
absolutely nothing. 

Craig Moor plays for what must be one 
of Europe's most schizophrenic clubs, 
Rangers. 

Sharks in Scotland — small fish in 
Europe. However they do have the capacity 
to even better their Cup Winners Cup win of 
@ quarter century ago.
